In the d eath of the wid ow of Ad miral Dewey, 
an other lin k tyin g us to the boisterous an d color­ 
ful era of the turn of the cen tury is sn apped . 
The occasion in evitably recalls those d ays, so 
recen t in years an d so remote in a psychological 
sen se; recalls, too, the exploits of her famous 
husban d , who for a period was rated the most 
famous an d popular man in America. 
It is just 33 years sin ce the begin n in g of the 
even ts that brought the Deweys in to the lime­ 
light. What a chan ge has come over the n ation 
sin ce then ! The Span ish-American War, what­ 
ever else it may have been , was the close of on e 
epoch in our history an d the begin n in g of an ­ 
other. 
It marked the emergen ce of the n ation 
as a world power, the begin n in g of the spin n in g 
of that n ew web of close relation ships that was 
to put America in the fron t ran k of the in ­ 
fluen tial n ation s of the world . 
In all of this. Man ila Bay may be said to mark 
the very turn in g poin t. 
Before that time the 
n ation was asleep, as far as its n ation al con ­ 
sciousn ess of foreign affairs was con cern ed . 
Dewey held a fleet on the Chin a station , but n in e 
American s out of 10 had n ever heard of him, d id 
n ot kn ow he was there an d could n ot for the life 
of them have told what he was supposed to be 
d oin g there. 
Then came the sin kin g of the Main e an d the 
d eclaration of war, an d over n ight all was 
chan ged . 
Dewey led his cruisers southward , 
skirted 
the coast 
of Min d an ao 
an d bold fy 
plun ged in to Man ila Bav, to corn er the light 
Span ish squad ron at its an chorage an d blast it 
out of the water. 
From that momen t America 
was a world power. When tlie last Span ish war­ 
ship struck its colors, a n ew era had begun . 
That is why the d eath of Mrs. Dewey stirs such 
remin iscen ces. 
Dewey will n ever take ran k as 


on e of the great sea fighters of history. Com­ 
pared with such famous n aval en gagemen ts as 
Trafalgar an d Jutlan d , the action at Man ila Bay 
was hard ly more than a skirmish. But it sig­ 
n alized much. Mod ern American history d ates 
from it. For that reason the bluff old sea d og 
will fin d a place in his coun trymen ’s memories 
as lon g as American history en d ures.

THE END OF AN OLD ERA 


In the death of the widow of Admiral Dewey, 


another link tying us to the boisterous and color- 
ful era of the turn of the century is snapped. 
The occasion inevitably recalls those days, so 
recent in years and so remote in a psychological 
sense; recalls, too, the exploits of her famous 
husband, who for a period was rated the most 
famous and popular man in America. 


It is just 33 years since the beginning of the 


events-that brought the Deweys into the lime- 
light. What a change has come over the nation 
since then! The Spanish-American War, what- 
ever else it may have been, was the close of one 
epoch in our history and the beginning of an- 
other. It marked the emergence of the nation 
as a world power, the beginning of'the spinning 
of that new web of close relationships that was 
to put America in the front rank of the in- 
fluential nations of the world. 


In all of this, Manila Bay may be said to mark 


the very turning point. Before that time the 
nation was asleep, as far as its national con- 
sciousness of foreign affairs was concerned. 
Dewey held a fleet on the China station, but nine 
Americans out of 10 had never heard of him, did 
not know he was there and could not for the life 
of them have told what he was supposed to be 
doing there. 


Then came the sinking of the Maine and the 


declaration of war, and over night all was 
changed. 
Dewey led his cruisers southward, 


skirted the coast of Mindanao and boldly 
plunged into Manila Bay, to corner the light 
Spanish squadron at its anchorage and blast it 
out of the water. From that moment America 
was a world power. When the last Spanish war- 
ship struck its colors, a new era had begun. 


That is why the death of Mrs. Dewey stirs such 


reminiscences. Dewey will never take rank as 


one of the great sea fighters of history. Com- 
pared with such famous naval engagements as 
Trafalgar and Jutland, the action at Manila Bay 
wa6 hardly more than a skirmish. But it sig- 
nalized much. Modern American history dates 
from it. For that reason the bluff old sea dog 
will find a place in his countrymen's memories 
as long as American history endures.
